In a divergence of opinion, 


_members of the Board of Trustees of 


the Placentia Unified School 
District, 4 to 1, Monday night, 
denied the request of student 
spokesmen for a trial period for 
designated smoking areas on the 
district’s three high school campus- 
es. 

The smoking privilege was 
strongly supported by Trustee John 
Balducci but failed to find approval 
with other board members at least at 
this time. 

Trustee Salvador Zavala indicated 
that his vote against the smoking 
areas ‘‘is a trial period the other 
way. If it (smoking in the rest rooms) 
is not corrected then next year or a 


year from now, I'll have a different 
opinion.”’ 

The 4 to 1 denial also brought a 
strong statement from Ken Sawa, 
Esperanza High School Student 
Body President, who expressed his 
keen disappointment with the 
decision in a prepared answer. 

The proposal that designated 
smoking areas be arranged on PUSD 
high school campuses as a means of 
relieving smoking in the rest rooms, 
was brought to the board for action 
by organized students. 

Kawa thanked Balducci for his 
support and then launched into ‘‘my 


not so nice speech.”’

At least a segment of the 
population is painfully aware that 
these and other attractions are 
silently sliding by us. 

The Bradford House, which could 
leave us very quickly with a no vote, 
has attracted enough attention to get 
on the election ballot. 

And part of what is left of our very 
own fire department can be viewed 
in a legal advertisement further back 
in this newspaper. 

On that list of disposables is an 
item known as a 1942 Seagrave 
Pumper. That's pretty old for a piece 
of fire equipment. In fact just about 
old enough to look good each year in 
the Placentia Heritage Festival Days 
Parade. 

Mayor Robert Lyons estimated 
the pumper's total value at $700...if 
anyone would pay it...which seems 
unlikely. Placentia Fire Chief James 
Sims, now a part of Orange County's 
crew, considers the fact that a 1942 
Seagrave fire engine might be 
more practical in a parade than 
rolling stock for some city. It’s in 
good mechanical condition, he 
reports. But parts for a 1942 
Seagrave Pumper are sometimes a 
little difficult to find. 

We might even use the Seagrave 
as an exchange item with other 
cities’ parades. We'll send our 
Seagrave, if they will contribute 
something to our parade. 

An informal poll of Placentia 
council members included conversa- 
tions such as one with Mayor Pro 
Tem Michael Callahan that he might 
be willing to sell it to the Heritage 
Board for $1 for parade purposes. 
He thought it might even be kept ina 
large enough back yard. 

‘I'm against getting rid of it,”’ 
Councilman Jack Gomez answered. 
‘I'd rather keep it...even put it ina 
park someplace where the kids could 
see it. That's not practical, though. 
It would be better to use it in 
parades. We'll find a place to store 
it. There will be some place.”’ 

Councilman Gomez understands 
the Seagrave better than most. He 
used to be a member of Placentia’s 
volunteer fire brigade, which at one 
time was all we had. 

Mayor Lyons, who with members 
of his family, has shown a personal 
interest in saving  Placentia’s 
landmarks, would like to keep the 
Seagrave and believes we will find 
someplace to garage it ‘‘in the 
corporation yard or someplace.”’ 

Councilman George De Jesus has 
no objections, but is ever mindful of 
the fact that Placentia taxpayers are 
concerned about money and every 
action of the council should be 
weighed carefully. 

Councilman Robert Langer also 
looks at the practical aspects of 
owning an old fire engine. Where to 
store it? And who would keep it in 
good running condition? 

‘‘If we could, it would be nice to 
keep,”’ he muses. ‘Even if it were in 
the park.”’ 

The Seagrave Pumper, if it is 
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16 per cent of the taxpaying citizens 
of this district who are against the 
smoking area,’ Kawa began. 

‘Needless to say, you ignored the 
opinions of the 84 per cent of the 
taxpayers who didn’t say they were 
against the smoking area,’’ Kawa 
continued, referring apparently to a 
survey of PUSD parents. ‘‘More 
importantly,’” Kawa outlined, ‘‘87 
per cent of the high school students 
definitely spoke out in favor of the 
smoking area. We presented to you 
1 solid policy, researched facts, 
answered your questions and went 
through the right procedure and 
channels. 

‘What did we learn from this? We 
have learned even on the district 
level, between the red tape and 


Politics involved, students can 
accomplish absolutely nothing. We 
have learned of the conservative 
nature of this board, so conservative 
that a student policy on a trial basis 
has not been considered.”’ 

In some concluding statements 
faulting the democratic process, 
Sawa told the board: ‘‘It appears 
that public relations and reelection 
are your number one concern 
instead of the general opinion of the 
students.”’ 

The action of the board followed a 
recommendation by Superintendent 
of Schools John O. Tynes, after 
consultation with the high school 
principals. Tynes forwarded that 
smoking areas be denied and that an 
instructional program on smoking,

A California Assembly bill, to 
offer residents of this area an 
opportunity to vote on whether or 
not they desire an airport in the 
Chino Hills, was moving toward a 
state senate vote this week. 

The bill, Assembly Bill 80-37, has 
recently been released from the 
Senate Revenue and_ Taxation 
Committee with a unanimously 
approving vote. It now advances to 
the floor of the senate where the 
third reading will produce a vote for 
or against the measure. 

The legislation is making its 
second round trip around the capitol 
dome. First introduced by former 
Assemblyman Floyd Wakefield, the 
legislation carried the assembly, 
went through the senate under the 
sponsorship of Senator James 
Whetmore and was promptly vetoed

by then Governor Ronald Reagan. 

Started on its way again by 
Assembly John Briggs, (Republi- 
can, Fullerton) the bill came through 
the house with a 56-8 approval and is 
being sponsored through the senate 
by Democrat Ruben Ayala, former 
mayor and now a senator from the 
Chino area. The bill was then 
sidetracked in committee. If it now 
passes the senate, it will advance to 
Governor Brown's desk. 

The bill would legislate that. 
residents within a 7' mile radius of 
any proposed airport in the Chino 
Hills would have the legal right to 
put the measure on the ballot in an 
election and vote on whether they 
wish to have an airport there. 
PATCH (Prevent Airport Through 
Chino Hills) and other organizations 
and interested citizens have worked 
for the bill's passage.

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Council Approves 
City Share Of Park 


The Placentia City Council at its 
recent meeting, approved the 
allocation of city park development 
funds for Placentia’s 34.9 per cent 
share in the purchase of 11 
additional acres to be added to 
Tri-City Park. 

The funds, a total of $69,057, will 
cover $64,850 for purchase of the 
land; $3,490 for operating expenses 
for the 1975-76 fiscal year for the 
park and an additional sum of $717 
for back expenses 1974-75. 

The additional acreage is being

A narcotics sweep, which

The addresses are in proximity of 
each other.

The Guerrero family is currently 
in legal proceedings against the city 
of Placentia over the widening of 
Placentia Avenue on the Platentia 
Avenue side of their home.

Guerrero submitted a petition 
against the restaurant signed by 16 
neighboring residents. 

Harry Snyder, San _ Dimas, 
president of In ’N Out Burgers, 
estimated that the establishment 
would provide between $6,000 to 
$8,000 revenue a year to the city of 
Placentia. 

“We find this location is very 
appealing to us,’’ Snyder told the 
council. 


Guerrero objected to the drive 
through restaurant on the basis of 
the smell of hamburgers frying, 
college kids driving in and out and 
the traffic hazards. 

Mayor Robert Lyons, the only 
council member supporting the use, 
which would involve a zone change 
from C-1 (neighborhood commer- 
cial) to C-2 (central commercial), 
pointed out that the proposed 
restaurant was on _ two. arterial 
highways ‘‘one of which we went to 
the trouble of widening. I would 
propose to allow the use.”’ 

It was mentioned during the 
hearing that a restaurant could be 
built on the premises now without 
permission from the council. The 
approval was needed only because 
the petition involved a drive through 
establishment.

the way to accomplish this.’’ 

Mrs. Jean Pappas’ statement 
included: ‘‘I believe we sent out a 
questionnaire and we got a good 
response. I know the request is for a 
trial period. | have to look to my 
better judgement in which I feel that 
a trial period would not work. It is 
much harder to take a privilege away 
than to give it in the first place.’’ 

Balducci: *‘] respect very much 
the opinions of my fellow board 
members and very much _ the 
opinions of the people who did feel 
strongly enough to respond to our 
survey.

You'll probably get your wish, 
but I’m going to vote the other 
way. 
Zavala indicated that he was 
going along with the recommenda- 
tion of the staff. ‘‘I'm thinking of 
those students who do not smoke 
and the majority of them do not 
smoke. I personally am going to go 
around the campuses...But if the 
parents want this done and the 
schools belong to these parents, and 
either we’re going to enforce these 
things that we have on the books or 
let’s get them off the books.

In this fifth installment of 
the series of articles on 
Horsemanship, Mrs. Nagel 
is dealing with the subject 
of Leg Aids. 

‘‘Your legs are used to (1) 
control the forward motion 
of the horse, and (2) control 
the hindquarters. 

‘*‘When you squeeze your 

legs, your horse should 
learn that this is a signa] to 
shift its weight back to its 
hindquarters, lightening its 
weight on the forequarters, 
ready to move out. 
. ‘Getting response to, this, 
cue is very important 
because you will need it 
every time you move your 
horse; when you call for a 
change of gait; as a 
preliminary for stopping; 
preparing your horse for 
backing; and as a corrective 
cue when your horse stops 
forward motion (gets be- 
hind the bit). 

“Your legs control the 
hindquarters of your horse 
by pressure of your calves 
and heels. As you press 
with one leg or the other, 
you horse must respond to 
that leg by swinging against 
pressure. 

‘“‘When your horse will 
respond to your leg cues 
properly, you will find that 
less cuing is required by 
your reins. 

‘Spurs, whips, bats and 
crops should be used only to 
help with you leg cuing. 
First, you press the horse 
with the calves of your legs

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An open letter to all Yorba Lindans 


My fellow citizens: 


Yorba Linda is at the turning point again. ; 

At stake in the March 2 city council! election is the basic issue which has existed ever since Yorba Linda was 
incorporated. It is a question of philosophy, not personality: will Yorba Linda be guided by those who represent 
residential interests, or will it be guided by those who represent business/ development interests? Will efforts be 
directed toward preservation of a semi-rural atmosphere, a city which is a nice place to live and raise a family, or will 
they be directed toward traditional city concepts of growth because that is purportedly in the best interests of the 
business community? 

To put this election in perspective, you have to look at the record. ‘ 

(1) It was a homeowner effort which incorporated this city. This effort to incorporate Yorba Linda lasted nearly ten 
years and included a four-year court case financed by small contributions from hundreds of residents. Landowners 
predicted a ruinous city tax would result from cityhood. Fight years later, we still have no city tax and are the 
only no-tax city in Orange County. P 

(2) It was homeowner involvement which overturned the policies of the first city council which was allowing Yorba 
Linda to develop on high density lines. This first council approved pre-annexation agreements with lot sizes as low as 
6,000 square feet. In a ‘‘growth is good’’ philosophy the first city council ordered preparation of a general plan by 
Lampman Associates. This plan called for a corridor of apartment complexes along Imperial Highway and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard and an overall city density typical of most Orange County communities. 

(3) It was homeowner shoeleather which elected three candidates committed to low density in 1970. The picture 
began to change: the council majority took a tough stance against high density development and began initiating 
ordinances to preserve the semi-rural environment. 

(4) It was homeowner volunteer time which revised the Lampman plan into the general plan we have today, saving 
the city thousands of dollars. The business/development interests waged a fierce battle against our adopted low 
density general plan. This 1972 confrontation was in advance of its time: the issue was carried house to house by 
volunteers who supported low density. They told the voters ‘‘people cost money,’’ that each resident costs more in city 
services than the revenues produced on a population basis from various tax sources. Candidly, they told the voters that 
Yorba Linda would never have a large industrial or commercial base. There is too much industrial competition in the 
Santa Ana riverbed, close to rail and freeway transportation; there is little hope for a major shopping center in the 
present city boundaries because such malls are located in population centers, at the junctionof freeways or major 
thoroughfares. The current low density general plan was adopted by the voters and is the only one in the state of 
California adopted by referendum. 

For the first time Yorba Linda had a full city council devoted to promoting low density. It had an adopted low density 
general plan. For the past six years, then, those who have supported low density have controlled the city. 

What has this brought? Not disaster, as predicted time after time by those who have supported high density. It has 
brought no city tax, a claim which can be made by no other city in the county. It has brought high property values, 
among the highest in the county. It has brought preservation of the semi-rural atmosphere, so important to the people 
who live here. It has brought what the people of this town wanted when they incorporated. 

In 1974, when I retired, my seat was filled by a member of the original city council. Three candidates are being 
promoted by him and the business/development interests in this election. Should two of these candidates be elected, 
the city will take a new direction not only on the council, but in all probabilities in appointment of a new planning 
commission which would represent their perspective. 

I would hope in this election and in coming years the voters of Yorba Linda would select candidates who have nothing 
to gain from their service but a nice place to live and raise their family. In the two years since I have retired from public 
service, I have given a great deal of thought to our electoral process. Find candidates who have nothing to gain, who 
owe no allegiance. Look at their record, not at their words. Insist on a finite platform, not generalities to ‘‘do my best.”’ 
And finally, show charity and tolerance: The kind of person who will effectively and honestly represent you will not 
necessarily be poised and polished, nor will he or she vote with your interests on all issues. It is the overall devotion to 
preserving Yorba Linda that counts. 

In this election, there are three candidates who have proven records in support of the kind of community the voters 
have consistently indicated they have wanted since 1970. I wholeheartedly support and urge your vote for DALE

A Success 
Funding of the percept- 


ual training program at 
Sierra Vista Elementary 
School in Placentia has been 
‘*virtually assured”’ for next 
year because of the ‘‘very 
positive’’ evaluation earned 
this month, school officials 
learned this week. 

The program, funded 
under Title Ill of the 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act, recently 
rated an increase and is 
operating with $14,076 this 
year, according to Jo Ellen 
Crawford, district director 
of evaluation and research. 

“The mid-year evalua- 
tion is the critical factor in 
determining if funding of a 
program will continue 
another year, and Sierra 
Vista earned high praise for 
their program, _ virtually 
assuring similar funding for 
next year,’’ she explained. 
Second year funding is set 
at $14,576 and third year 
projection at $15.676. 

Sierra Vista principal 
Barbara Hadzoglon and her 
staff wrote the program, 
which has three’ major 
thrusts. 

‘‘We want to be able to 
pinpoint a child’s level of 
ability in seeing, hearing 
and coordination; to provide 
activities to help him 
improve in areas of 
weakness; and to work with 
parents to help children 
overcome perceptual prob- 
lems.”’

ORDINANCE NO. 76-0-103 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PLACENTIA 
AMENDING CERTAIN SECTIONS OF CHAPTER 2.36 TO TITLE 2 OF THE 
PLACENTIA MUNICIPAL CODE, ENTITLED ‘MUNICIPAL ELECTION 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTION AND EXPENDITURE CONTROL”. 


The City Council of the City of Placentia does ordain that Sections 2.36.010, 
2.936.050, and 2.36.070 of Chapter 2.36 of Title 2 of the Placentia Municipal Code are 
amended and shall read in full as follows: 


2.36.010 Intent and Purpose 


{a) It is the intent of the City Council in enacting this Chapter to place realistic and 
enforceable limits on the amount individuals may contribute to political campaigns 
in municipal elections as well as limit the ammount which a candidate can expend on 
his campaign to be elected to municipal office for the purpose of preventing the 
exercise by campaign contributors of potential undue or improper influence over 
elected officials and to insure against a candidate being elected to office based 
primarily on the amount he expended on his campaign. The City Council finds that 
municipal elections are municipal affairs and consequently a charter city is not 
preempted by general state law from regulating expenditures in local elections. 

(b) This Chapter is a supplemental regulation to the Political Reform Act of 1974 
as permitted by California Government Code Section 81013. 

(c) This Chapter requires the filing of certain state code forms modified to réfiect 
additional information described in this Chapter. The purpose of the modified forms 
is to allow a single form which will satisfy the requirements of both the City and 


State. 
2.36.050 Campaign Statement 


(a) Statements Required. Each candidate for municipal public office shall file as a 
public record with the City Clerk three verified statements at times hereinafter 


required. Such filing shall supplement, 


those filings required by California 


Government Code Sections 81000 to 91000. Such statements shail list required 
contributions and the final statement shall list all total expenditures occurring 
during a campaign for municipal public office. 


(b) Campaign Statement Contents 


(1) Each campaign statement shall contain the following contributions: 
(A) Made by a candidate to his own campaign, including date made and 


amount; 


(B) Madeby named persons if the amount is ten dollars ($10.00) or more, name 
of the contributor, address, amount and date made: 
(C) Made anonymously if the amount is ten dollars ($10.00) or more, including 


date made and amount 


(2) The final campaign statement shall 


(A) Itemize expenditures in detail giving the person to whom paid, amount paid 


and for what purpose; 


(B) If the total campaign expenses do not exceed two hundred dollars ($200.00), 
the candidate may file a declaration under penalty of perjury certifying that less 
than two hundred dollars ($200.00) was expended and no detailed statement is then 


required; 


(C) Times for filing shall be as follows: 

(i) Forty (40) days prior to the election. The closing date for this statement shall 
be forty-three (43) days prior to the election 

(ii) Twelve (12) days prior to the election. The closing date for this statement 


shall be (15) days prior to the election 
(iil) Sixty-five (65) days after the el 


tion. The closing date for this statement 


shall be fifty-eight (58) days after the election 


2.36.070 Emergency Clause 


The Ordinance codified herein shall take effect as an emergency measure 
immediately upon its adoption by the City Council in that the Ordinance codified 
herein is necessary for the preservation of the public peace, health or safety, and the 

, Ordinance codified herein relates directly to an election. This Chapter creates 
serious, overlapping obligations for public officials and those running for public 
office and the immediate election to be held requires that public officials and those 
running for office be given notice of the effect of this measure

That Section 10.16.01 of the Placentia Municipal Code is hereby amended byithe . 


addition of the following provisions, 


*'(8) Loiters or wanders upon the streets or from place to place without apparent 
reason or business and who refuses to identify himself and to account for his 


presence when requested by a peace officer so to do, 


if the syrrounding 


circumstances are such as to indicate to a reasonable man that the public safety 


demands such identification 


Loiter means to be slow in moving, delay, linger, saunter, lay behind or to linger 


idly by the way.’ 


That Section 10.16.020 be amended to read in full as follows 
“Every person who commits any of the foregoing acts in the City is Quilty of 


disorderly conduct, a misdemeanor

Lot Split Adds Problems 


Concern over provisions 
required in a lot split, to 
permit further development 
of a property by the Baum 
Electric Company on La 
Jolla Road, east of Melrose 
Street, is expected to take 
contested approval of the 
conditions before the Pla- 
centia City Council. 

The lot split, into two 
parcels, was unanimously 
approved by the Placentia 
City Planning Commission, 
over heavy objections of 
Brian Baum. Problems he 
listed, arise from the 
expense of undergrounding 
Edison lines, drainage 
problems and street light 
requirements. 


On the lot splits, K.F. 
Industries occupy the nor- 
thern one-quarter of the 2.4 

On the lot splits, K.F. 
Industries would occupy the 
northern one-quarter of the 
2.4 acre parcel and the 
property owner wishes to 
split the .64 acre of land 
used by R.F. Industries 
from the rest of the 
property. Baum _ Electric 
Company would then use 
the remaining 1.74 acres for 
an industrial building. 

Access to the Baum 
parcel is through a 30 foot 
easement located at the east 
side of the R.F. Industries. 

Baum was advised to go 
before the city council for 
answer to his problems. 


Math Texts 
On Display 


Newly adopted math 
textbooks which will be 
used in the Placentia 
Unified School District for 
the next five years are on 
display in the Instructional 
Services Division at the 
District Education Center, 
1301 E. Orangethorpe Ave., 
and the Instructional Ma- 
terials Center, 947 S. 
Melrose St. 

The texts and supple- 
mentary materials, a 
system published by Holt, 
Rinehart and Winston, will 
be used throughout the 
Placentia district’s 14 ele- 
mentary and three junior 
high schools, according to 
Dr. Marvin Stewart, acting 
assistant superintendent of 
instructional services. 

‘This series is especially 


strong in basic compu- 
tational skills, which our 
district is stressing 


heavily,’’ Stewart said. 


Math has been given a 
top priority by trustees in 
the Placentia Unified School 
District, along with reading 
and language arts. Extra 
funding and time are being 
allotted to teaching the 
district’s 17,000  kinder- 
garten through high school 
students basic skills, 
Stewart explained. 

For the first time, all 
schools in the district will 
use the same _ textbooks, 
making it possible to 
exchange books among 
schools if student popula- 
tion shifts and providing 
continuity throughout the 
system, he added. Previ- 
ously, each school teaching 
staff selected the series 
preferred by the staff. 

The series was chosen by 
a district-wide committee of 
teachers and administrators 
who inspected all available 
materials. Textbooks are 
reviewed every five years.
